THE 
LAST 
COURT 


Some In te re stin g F acte About th e U nited 
S tates S uprem e C ourt. 


The Supreme Court is about the last 
place in all W ashington where anyone 
would think of looking for oddities or 
things th at are amusing, and yet there are 
few departm ents of the public service any­ 
more rich in both. 
The C ourt is old 
enough now to have its antiquities and 
venerable belongings, and while to the 
casual eye its principal property lies in the 
solemn and grandm otherly impressiveness 
of a full and black-gowned bench, the 
nooks and corners of its chambers and 
small offices are filled w ith traps and frag­ 
ments th at 
tell 
of 
other 
days, when 
dignity was less thickly laid over its front 
and the sim plicity of an early tim e and a 
plainer people found expression in common 
objects and prim itive form9. 
It is but a few days since tho latest 
Clerk of the Court, a Mr. M cKenny—as 
pleasant a gentleman as you will ever meet 
in any walk of life -uncovered from the 
lum ber of a half-forgotten closet 


THE VERY FIRST RECORDS 
Of the Court itself, beginning w ith its very 
first session, ou the drat Monday in Febru­ 
ary, 17Ü0, in the city of New York. 
The 
volnme is about the eize of an ordinary 
bank ledger, but its sides are of a thick 
and leathery pasteboard, to which the 
8i-iteuing influence of tim e haa im parted a 
spongy softness and a pungent odor. 
It 
was in use until long after the Court re­ 
moved to Philadelphia, so th at its com ers 
became turned anil frayed, and had to be 
protected w ith patches of 
parchm ent, 
which were neatly glued on. 
The paper 
of th at peculiar fiber which prevailed in 
those days, 
has turned a very dingy 
yellow, 
but the handw riting of 
John 
Tucker, the first clerk, is as bold and clear 
and almost as black as ou the day when 
the ink was wet. 
Mr. Tucker was not a 
fancy penman, but his hand was singularly 
legible, and his date lines, together w ith 
the m anner in which lie used to build up 
tho names of the Justices present, between 
a couple of strong brackets, w ith a hori­ 
zontal line filling out the spaces at eituor 
side, testify to his taste. 
The C ourt was 


SLOW IX STARTIN'!:, 
As became a body so dignified and destined 
go go on so long ; and litigation was much 
less luxuriant in tho9e days. 
There was 
nothing done the first day. 
John Jay pre­ 
sided, and almost im m ediately after open­ 
ing Court be adjourned it. 
Few sessions 
were held th at year, and tbe next year’s 
F'ebruary found tho Court iu Philadelphia, 
w ith a new Clerk, who was an artist with 
the quill ; whose dates began w ith orna­ 
m ental initials in Germ an text, aud who 
graduated his w riting regularly in nice dis­ 
play down to tho body of his record for 
each day, which was plainly w ritten in a 
hand like copper-plate engraving. 
These 
records were evidently regarded by their 
various keepers as m atters more of utility 
than ornam ent, and some of the clerks had 
very little notion of either tidiness or 
uniform ity. 
Thus the next volume is 
smaller in size, and two or three of those 
which intervened between the first book 
and the books th a t were destroyed when 
the British had the Capitol during 


THE ALTERCATION 
Of 1812 are made up of variously colored 
sheets of paper of various Bhapes and 
sizes. 
These were bound at the end of a 
year, aud not always well bound. 
Some 
are large, some small, and nearly all ¡use* 
cure. 
They are eontiuuous, for all that, 
and leave but one blank in tbe history of 
the Court from the day of its institution ; 
and th a t is a blank which never will be 
filled, for the reason th at the papers were 
burned with the building which held them, 
when our dear cousins ot England had the 
town as aforementioned. 
A lawyer, fam iliar w ith the judicial his­ 
tory of the country, could find in these old 
books m aterial for a hali dozen new ones. 
They bristle w ith names th at are more or 
less illustrious, and their quaint, straight­ 
forward stories of causes heard would to 
such a reader lead to m any a curious rem ­ 
iniscence of a day and a people long gone 
the w ay of days and tlesh. 
To even a lay­ 
man there is an attraction in their pages ; 
and in the roll of attorneys of tbe Court 
anyone, even the least fam iliar w ith public 
events, will find tbe names of nearly all 
the men who have become illustrious since 
the birth of tbe nation. 
These ro lh —the 
originals—are kept in little cylindrical 
boxes of 
tin, 
carefully 
locked 
away 
in 
& 
safe 
in 
the 
C lerk’s 
private 
office, 
between 
the 
public 
office 
and 
the robing room. 
They are of parchm ent, 
and the ink in which most of the names 
were w ritten has faded out, until many of 
them arc very dim indeed and hard to 
make out. 
Any hunter after autographs 
would bankrupt him self to own the most 
of them. 
STOWED A WAV 
In the safe are a lot of the minute-books 
of tho C ourt—the books in which were 
made the notes from which the records 
were each night w ritten up. 
A nd some 
of these are enrieus enough. 
Two of 
them , dated in one of the years before 
this country grew into its teens, are in 
curious contrast w ith the neat, business­ 
like minute-books of these days. 
Thoy 
arc little copy-books, such as were in the 
long-ago used by school children. 
They 
wero made by a printer and stationer in 
Georgetown, who had evidently exerted 
himself in the typographical get-up of the 
covers. 
On the front of one is an old- 
fashioned wood-cut illustrating the fable 
of Hercules aud tbe wagoner, tho fable 
itself being printed beneath tbe picture. 
On the back is the advertisem ent of the 
maker. 
The other book has its cover 
ornam ented w ith a picture of “ The Old 
M ill,” engraved on wood, and exceedingly 


WELL ENORAVED, 
In cross-hatching, though the drawing is 
abominably bad. 
The m inutes themselves 
arc fragm entary and scarce intelligible. 
On one of the larger m inute books the 
clerk, obviously in u tter weariness over 
some long-winded and oppressive argum ent, 
has left the traces of his discontent and 
ennui in a profusion of geometric figures 
and spirals and ink-m arks crossing each 
other with meaningless precision, and innu­ 
merable repetitions of various proper names 
and initials. 
A greater curiosity than any 
other in the rooms is the black and scarlet 
gown of old John Jay , the first Chief Ju s­ 
tice. On the south wall of the robing rooin 
hangs a picture in which Mr. Ja y is repre­ 
sented sitting, in a robe w ith scarlet facings 
and deep breadths on tho sleeves. 
For a 
long tim e there was a dispute as to whether 
there had ever been any such robe worn. 
The present bench was divided in opinion 
on the subject, most of them contending 
th at the scarlet was a figment as well as 
pigm ent supplied by the artist for mere 
purposes of pictorial effect. 
The contro­ 
versy was settled a few weeks ago by the 
unexpected appearance of 


THE IDENTICAL DOWN 
Itself, which was brought to W ashington 
and presented to the C ourt by John Jay, 
of I’niladelphia, a grandson or great-grand­ 
son of the old Judge. 
I t had been in pos­ 
session of the family from th e tim e of 
Justice Ja y ’s death, aud th a t it had been 
most religiously preserved is evidenced by 
itH present condition, for not one stitch is 
gone of the sewing th a t bound together 
the black and red satin of which it is 
made. 
The m aterial has the softness of 
age, and the red is an old red now ; h ut it 
is as strong and rich anil heavy as when it 
was new. 
The present Justices w ear gowns of plain 
black—and ngly enough they look in them . 
It would be a positive relief -seeing th at 
pig-headed custom will not suffer the J u s ­ 
tices to look like men rather than like 
grannies—if the fashion of tw o colors th at 
cam e in w ith Jay , an 1 w ent out with him, 
1 could be revived. 
I have no doubt the 
j Justices them selves have some such feel- 
1 inv, for they hare caused the old robe to 
I lie hung up over a brace in their robing- 
room, where at least they may look at and 
admire it.■■

A late num ber of Wood and Iron con­ 
tains quite a lengthy article designed to 
show th a t steel, and especially American 
steel, as new regularly made by well-estab­ 
lished and responsible houses, is a far b et­ 
ter m aterial for steam boilers than any iron 
th at has ever been made. 
John Hicks, Member of Parliam ent for 
Bolton, bore early testim ony to the advan­ 
tages of steel over iron, m aintaining th at 
although a steel boiler costs more per cwt., 
say 50 per ceut. yet, an entire boiler of the 
same length aud diam eter costs only ÍÍ0 
p ercen t, more in steel, while 11 feet of 
heating surface in a steel boiler was as 
effective as 11 feet in an iron boiler, thus 
indicating th at the cost of the effective 
horse power in the form er was not more 
than in the latter. 
The value of iron beams and posts in the 
construction of large buildings is becoming 
seriously questioned. 
General Meiggs, of 
the W ar Departm ent, who has given Bome 
attention to the m atter, states the superior 
advantages of thick wooden pillars. 
He 
says : “ The safest story post— i. e., a post 
supporting a floor at reasonable cost—is 
one of some hard and not resinous timber. 
Posts of oak, of fourteen inches square, will 
stand safely through alm ost any lire, until 
the powerful force and means of our city 
Are departm ents are unable to quench the 
lire. 
If wrapped w ith wire netting, w r- t 
cred afterward a with plaster, they will 
Buffer still less ; but the naked wooden 
pest will remain cool and strong in its 
center for hours, and tho fire will not for 
a long tim e char it to a depth sufficient to 
mnch injure its stren g th .” 
I t is believed 
th at if round pillars instead of square ones 
were used as above, there would be fewer 
available points for fire attack. 
A D utch chem ist who has made a careful 
study of the drying of oils has arrived at 
the conclusion th at linseed oil increases in 
weight in alm ost exact proportion to its 
becoming dry. 
Comparison of the increase 
by weight of the drying oil under the sev­ 
eral glasses gives the order of drying as 
follows : M ost rapid under tho uncolored 
glass, then follow blue, yellow, green and 
red, but this order is of no consequence, nor 
trustw orthy as a constant fact. 
A fter 150 
days, on the contrary, the gain in weight 
is greatest in the following order : Under 
green, yellow, red, blue and uncolored 
glass. 
In darkness there is no drying, or 
it proceeds so slowly th at it may be said 
not to go on at ail. 
Light is the firBt n at­ 
ural drier of oil. 
A new and desirable papier mache pro­ 
cess for covering floors is descriled as fol­ 
lows : “ The floor is thoroughly cleaned. 
The holes and cracks are then filled w ith 
paper p u tty, made by soaking newspapers 
in a paste made of w heat flour, w ater and 
ground alum, as follows : To one pound of 
flour add three quarts of w ater and a table­ 
spoonful of ground alum, and m ix th o r­ 
oughly. 
The floor is then coated w ith this 
paste, and then a thickness of m anila or 
hardw are paper is p ut on. 
If two layers 
are desired, a second covering of paste is 
p u t on the first layer of m anila paper, and 
then the second thickness of m anila paper 
is put on. 
This is allowed to dry th o r­ 
oughly. 
The manila paper is then covered 
with paste, and a layer of wall paper of any 
style or design desired is p u t on. 
A fter 
allowing this to thoroughly dry, it is c o v ­ 
ered w ith two or m orecoat8of sizing, made 
by dissolving one-half pound of wThite glue 
in tw o quarts of hot w ater. A fter allowing 
this to dry, the surface is given one coat of 
* hard oil-finish varnish,’ which comes and 
íb bought already prepared. This ¡sallowed 
to dry thoroughly, when the floor is ready 
for use.” 
The process is represented te be 
durable and cheap, and besides taking the 
place of m atting, carpet, oil-cloths or other 
like coverings, makes the floor air-tight, 
and can be washed or scrubbed. 
Economy in the m anagem ent of railway 
structures favors the adoption of cheap 
wooden ones, such as trestles, pile bridges, 
etc., in the construction of roads, the same 
to bo renewed in due tim e by more perm a­ 
nent ones. 
One im portant consideration in 
regard to this is the practical “ w ater­ 
way ” under bridges. In some cases trestles, 
a few hundred feet in length, have been 
introduced at points of unknown w ater­ 
way, which have subsequently been re­ 
duced to a complete fill, w ith the exception 
of a tile opening. 
In other cases iron 
structures have been underm ined by rea­ 
son of a cramped water-way. 
Iu spite of the fact of numerous existing 
lock nuts of m erit, none seem to m eet all 
the 
requirem ents 
for 
fish-plate 
bolts. 
The sim plest found ou use is the Verona 
lock nut. 
I t consists of a split and offset 
ring of steel, tem pered to a epring, and 
having cutting points at the split. 
It ap­ 
pears to be made of quarter-inch square 
steel, cut and bent nearly to a ring, but 
having an offset of about one-eighth inch, 
where tho ends nearly m eet to form the 
ring shape. 
A t the Chrome .Steel W orks, at Krook- 
lyn, the chrome ore is finely ground and 
reduced w ith charcoal powder in crucibles, 
the yield being about 45 per cent, of crude 
chrome, which contains JO per cent, of 
chrome and 3 per cent, of carbon. 
This 
chrome pig is granulated in order to be able 
to weigh it more accurately, and is then 
mixed w ith Swedish iron or other pure 
wrought-iron, and is m elted in crucibles in 
charges of 70 pounds, six of which can he 
m elted in 23 hours. 
The hardness of the 
steel is dependent upon the quantity of 
chrome it contains. 
It ranges from one 
quarter to two per cent. 
An interesting article by Paul Trasenster 
appeared iu the last num ber of the “ itevue 
U niversclledtsM ines,’’giving approxim ate­ 
ly the quantities of iron aud steel produced 
in Europe and America. 
According to 
the author, 19,700,000 tons of pig iron 
were turned out in 1881, 
against 18,• 
313,000 tons in 
18S0. 
Of m anufactured 
iron, 7,698,000 tons were rolled in 1880, 
tho latest date given, being an increase of 
□early 100,000 tons on 1879. 
The total of 
steel ingots for li*81 is estim ated at 5,220,* 
000 tons. 
The increased dem and is almost 
entirely due (in M. Traaenster’s opinion) to 
the grow’iug requirem ents 
of England, 
France and the United S tates; the latter, 
however, he believes to have reached its 
maximum.

This is my process : Think of sheep, if 
your mind runs th at way ; of any innocent 
and soothing whiteness, of «now, of waves, 
all these falling, or of dancing feet or 
leaves, or of w’ind on the grass or the 
corn. 
It i« my peculiar 
fancy to he 
among 
books, to

1 maintain sleep m ust fol­ 
low i? this process is carried on with 
strength of mind to sternly check a.l quit­ 
ting of those two great points, a congenial 
walk for the fancy and persistence in de­ 
scribing circle*.

not turn aside, nor m ust the hand swerve. 
Circle m ust follow circle, book m ust follow 
book, like the strokes of a pendulum . The 
mind* Dr. Baird would say, become* hyp­ 
notized, and care and sorrow lose them ­ 
selves in death's tw in-brother, sleep.

THE DEADLOCK IN THE HOUSE. 
It has paastd into a proverb that the 
Democratic party can always be trusted to \ 
blunder at the moat critical juncture, and , 
to destroy its own opportunities when they 
seem greatest. It is this curious instinctive j 
tendency towards the wrong course which 
has, more thau ail other influences, been 
instrum ental in keeping that party out of 
power during the past fifteen years. The 
Republican party would long ago have 
been turned out by ths country if there 
had been any assurance that the change 
would bring reform. But it has repeat­ 
edly happened that just when the inde­ 
pendent voters had almost determined to 
withdraw their support from the Repub­ 
lican organization, the Democrats have 
done somethiug so perverse and fatuous as 
to convince every one that they could not I 
be trusted. A t the present moment the j 
Democrats in Congress are going over the ; 
old ground. There are a number of seats 
in the House, representing Southern dis- 
tríete, which are held by men who were 
not elected. They were put in by whole 
sale fraud, by forgery aud intimidation 
and the usual Southern election machinery. 
The facts in all these cases arc so clear and 
so notorious that the Democrats have 
never thought it possible to challenge 
investigation, nor are they prepared to go 
on record as willing to vote for the reten­ 
tion in the seats they hold of these usurp­ 
ing members. But though they cannot 
dispute the illegitimacy of the tenure of 
their friends, they are none the less re­ 
solved to resist the unseating of them, and 
so they agreed in caucus to oppose to all 
these contested election cases that irregular 
form of parliam entary warfare known as 
filibustering. 
To thi* end they have refused to allow a 
quorum to be obtained in the House, and 
have now for over two weeks obstructed 
public business by absenting themselves 
from the House whenever it was attem pted 
to bring up the contested election cases. 
The immorality of this programme is only 
equaled by its folly. It is in fact a fresh 
instance of the strange Democratic ten­ 
dency to expose the dishonesty of the 
party even when nothing can be gained 
by the exposure. The Democrats cannot 
benefit themselves by what they are doing. 
Even when all the usurping Southern 
members have their seats the Republicans 
still have a m ajority of 10 in the House, 
and this m ajority is entitled to dominance, 
and is certain to have its way sooner or 
later. But the Democratic policy, now 
09 always, is revolutionary. The party 
is in a constitutional m inority, but it is 
not willing to subm it to constitutional 
methods. It ha9 no excuse for filibuster­ 
ing. The very fact that it has resorted 
to this method of resistance íb a confession 
that it dare not offer a legitim ate opposi­ 
tion to the unseating of the fraudulent 
members. But though it has no case what­ 
ever, and though its course is a repudia­ 
tion of the fundamental principle of ma­ 
jority rule, it nevertheless cannot resist 
the tem ptation to filibuster, and it thus 
shows its readihe89 te sacrifice the public 
iutereats, aud to neglect its duty, in order 
to resist what it admits ought not to be 
resisted. 
It is putting itself on iecord, however, 
despite its surface cunning, os the cham­ 
pion and defender of notorious fraud. Its 
refusal to discuss the contested election 
cases, er to vote upon them, will not de­ 
ceive the public. It will be realized that 
the Democratic spirit which flew into re­ 
bellion in 1S61 because it had been fairly 
beaten at the polls, survives in 1882, and 
that it is taking the same illegitimate 
methods now that it resorted to then, only 
in a less pronounced form. Its filibustering 
programme is neither more nor less than an 
attem pt to evade the proper consequences 
of constitutional action. It has been de­ 
feated, and it will not subm it to the de­ 
feat. In short, it is clinging as of old to 
its traditional policy of “ rule or ruin,” and 
it is doing this even thongh it sees that it 
cannot finally succeed. It is incapable of 
denial by the Democrats themselvs that 
in the case of Mackey versus Dibble, the 
former is fairly entitled to his seat, which 
the latter obtained through perjury and 
fraud. This is the situation in all the 
Southern cases, and the fact is not ques­ 
tioned. But though the Democrats admit 
that they have no ground for resistance, 
they have still pledged themselves to keep 
up resistance, and hence the present dead­ 
lock in the Honse. So once more the pub­ 
lic attention is directed to the fact that the 
Demoratic party is incorrigible ; that it is 
Bourbon to the bone and marrow ; that it 
is so wedded to dishonesty as to prefer that 
coarse even to political success ; and that 
no considerations of prudence or policy 
can prevent it from exposing its ingrained 
immorality upon every occasion. 
This is the lesson of the deadlock, and^t 
is one which the country will not be slow 
to apprehend. It is true that the Demo­ 
crats could not have obstructed public 
business so long had not many Republicans 
been culpably lax in their performance ot 
Congressional duties. In fact the Demo­ 
crats have been enabled to make use of 
the continual absence of a number of Re­ 
publicans to strengthen themselves, and 
thuB they have succeeded in preventing 
justice, and in hindering necessary legisla­ 
tion. The most remarkable feature of this 
business, however, is the utter futility of 
the filibustering policy. It is perfectly 
clear that in the end the Democrats will 
have to yield, and that the usurping South 
era members will have to give up their 
seats to the duly elected candidates. All 
this agitation moreover only serves to en­ 
lighten the public as to the facts in the 
situation, and thus confirms and deepens 
the distrust which the Democratic party 
has earned so fully by its dishonest and re­ 
volutionary methods. 
In fact a more 
thoroughly perverse and stupid course 
could not have been devised, and it-is cer­ 
tain that it will have no other effect than 
to check the reaction in favor of a change 
which has been proceeding for a long time, 
The Democratic leaders are always digging 
pitfalls for their own feet, and they do this 
so regularly that it m ight almost be thought 
they were attended by some evil genius, 
who direets their policy carefully in the way 
which is calculated to inflict the greatest 
possible injury upon them.

The Egyptian difficulty becomes more 
complex continually. 
The latest rumor 
is that the Khedive, who had previously 
shown a bold front to his revolting Minis­ 
ters, has yielded to them, and consented 
to reappoint Arabi Bey M inister of W ar. 
The excuse given is that this is done to 
“ appease the arm y,” and this statem ent 
sufficiently indicates that the Khedive 
has yielded to coercion. 
It is now 
stated, however, that Arabi Bey has 
been secretly encouraged by the Porte, 
which has at the same tim e been backing 
the Khedive, and urging him to hold out. 
The only possible purpose of such a 
double-faced policy could be to embroil the 
Khedive and his M inistry beyond reconcilia­ 
tion ; and it is suggested that the Sultan 
has adopted this plan as being best calcu­ 
lated to make a speedy opening for his 
intervention. The presence of the allied 
fleet, however, must have interfered with 
the culmination of any such project, and 
the sudden submission of the Khedive 
posssibly may be attributed to his discovery 
of the Porte’s real intention. The troubles 
of Tewfik Pasha, however, are by no 
means over. 
He has perhaps escaped 
Scylla, but 
Charybdis still threatens 
him. 
He 
may 
have 
baffled 
the 
Porte, but he has now to reckon w ith Eng­ 
land and Prance. The reinstatem ent of 
Arabi Bey practically commits the Egyp­ 
tian Government to that so-called “ na­ 
tional ” programme which involves the rid­ 
dance of all European interference, and the 
return to tho old bad methods of govern­ 


ment. The Khedive has declared his ina­ 
bility to resist this policy auy longer, but 
the liabilities of Egypt cannot be dimin­ 
ished by any Cabinet revolution, and the 
protection of her creditors m ust necessitate 
external resistance to the programme of 
Arabi Bsy. 
A Turkish restoration in 
Egypt would not be perm itted by England 
and France, and the Arabi Bay policy is 
only lea* objectionable than a Turkish res­ 
toration. The danger of some overt act of 
violence on the part of the dom inant faction 
at Cairo is increased by the Khedive’s 
surrender, and in the event of an upris­ 
ing which should result in any destruction 
of European life or property it would be 
absolutely necessary for the fleet to act 
prom ptly and strenuously. 
The crisis, 
therefore, is not yet passed, and the pros­ 
pect generally is as dark and dubious as 
ever.

DANENHOWER AND MELVILLE. 
Lieutenant Danenhower has shown him­ 
self to be a brave and generous man, not 
only by his galleut exploits in the Arctic, 
but by his earnest and determ ined defense 
of his absent comrade, Melville. He and 
all his party indignantly deny the truth of 
the charges made against the engineer of 
the Jeannette, and speak with just warmth 
of the cowardice and injustice of the 
course which has been pursued iu regard to 
him. The R ecord-U nion has heretofore 
expressed the opinion that the United 
States Senate was guilty of a very mean 
and scurvy act in tabling the resolution of 
thanks to Melville. W e have never had 
any doubt that that officer and gentleman 
did his whole duty in connection with the 
search for De Long. But the base, carping 
creatures who find their chief occupation 
in detraction, and who, themselves incapa­ 
ble of heroism of any sort, remain at home 
and pick holes in the reputations of absent 
men, eagerly seized on the opportunity of 
blackening poor Melville’s character, and 
the Senate (to its deep discredit be it said) 
allowed itself to be influenced by these 
miserable calumniators. W e trust, how­ 
ever, that the better sense of the nation 
will reverse the verdict of these earpiDg 
critics, and that Melville will not be re­ 
fused the vindication and the reward to 
which he is entitled.

ENEMIES OF THE HUMAN RACE. 
The men who constitute the Social- 
Democratic - Communistic - Nihilistic ele­ 
ment in Europe and America, and who 
exult over assassinations, and glory in 
what is their eternal shame, can only be 
regarded as enemies of the human race. 
W hat such visionary ruIlians are capable 
of when unrestrained by law was shown 
during the reign of the Commune in Paris. 
The moBt cruel and reckless crimes, the 
most brutal destruction of works of art 
and beauty, warfare against civilization 
in all its phases, alliance with every­ 
thing that is foul and base and cowardly 
and devilish ; these were the character- 
tic activities of tho element referred to. 
W hether it calls itself Nihilism, Fenian- 
ism, Socialism, or Communism, its mo­ 
tives, aims and ends are all the same. 
There is only ono way to deal with such 
wretches, and that is to crash them at 
every opportunity ; for if they should ever 
get the upper hand the world would be 
thrust back into “ Chaos and old N ight.’ 


A SINGULAR CHANGE. 
It is Btated that the policy of the Porte 
regarding the treatm ent of the Jews has 
recently been changed. 
Form erly that 
people enjoyed greater freedom and immu­ 
nity from abuse in the Turkish dominions 
than anywhere else in oriontal countries. 
The policy of Islaam has always been toler­ 
ant toward the Hebrews, and this policy 
has been productive of many advantages 
for the Porte. But if the Sultan has at 
this late day determined to adopt the 
Russian intolerance, as is now alleged, we 
may be sure that he will in so doing hasten 
the destruction of his empire, for the Jews 
are not an impotent race in m atters of 
government and finance, and they both 
can and will avenge themselves terribly 
upon the countries which deny them jus­ 
tice. Russia will repent her ill usage of 
them yet in sackcloth and ashes, and 
Turkey may quite possibly owe her dis­ 
memberment to the same cause.

W a sh in g to n. May 29th. — In the star 
route cases to day, Wilson continued on be­ 
half of Turner, arguing that he is not charged 
in the indictment with the commission of 
any overt act in the furtherance of the ob­ 
jects of the conspiracy. 
Totten followed 
Wilson, and Kerr replied for the prosecution. 
Chandler then took up the motions in Brady’s 
case.After a prolonged argument, Judge Wylie 
overruled the motion to quash the indict­ 
ments in the care of Turner and Brady. Ex­ 
ceptions were taken to all the rulings. 
Cole presented an affidavit, sworn to by 
Reerdell, and| as the latter stated that he ab­ 
solutely knew of the alleged misconduct of 
the jury, it was read. 
Judge Wylie manifested the greatest indig­ 
nation as the reading proceeded, and inter­ 
rupted Cole to say that of his own knowledge 
it was wholly untrue. “ If that paper is 
tiled,” said he, " I give you warning that I 
will direct Reerdell to be prosecuted for per­ 
ju ry ” 
. 
Cole endeavored to explain that it was per­ 
haps bis fault, inasmuch as he drew up the 
affidavit and Reerdell had signed it in a 
hurry. Perhaps he thought he wa« swearing 
to his bill ; but the paper bad already been 
filed, and the Court refused to allow of its 
withdrawal, leaving the defendant visibly 
disturbed. 
Bliss said there was some m atter in Reer- 
dell’s motion which should be called to the 
attention of the Court, Buch, for instance, as 
the charge that the Grand Jury met on May 
18th, when ths Court was not in session. 
The Court said this waa true, but the pre­ 
sentment was made on another day, and there 
was nothing in the indictment to show that it 
had been considered upon that day. 
Merrick then asked that defendants be 
called upon to plead, and the Court ordered 
them to stand up in a body and plead.

W a sh in g to n, May 29th.— The bonded 
spirits bill investigation began this morning 
with the examination of Major Thomas, of 
Louisville. He declared at some length the 
processes in use in Kentucky in the manu­ 
facture of whisky, and also the methods em­ 
ployed in makiog high wines, aud explained 
the difference in the products of tiie two 
modes of manufacture. Witness had never 
been approached by any outsider with repre 
sentatious that he could secure influence with 
Senators or members, and had never seen the 
time when in his judgment there was any oc 
casion for the expenditure of one cent to in­ 
fluence legislation or secure influence with 
Senators or members ; had seen the charges, 
through the newspaper»,' that money had 
been lued with the press, but had never been 
approached by auy newspaper reporters or 
j »urnalists except with a request tor newr. 
He was never asked for a dollar, never of­ 
fered one for newspaper ir.tiuence, and never 
heard auy one in the liquor trade say he 
knew of any such thing being done.

W a sh in g to n, May 29th.—The President 
has called the attention of Congress, in a 
message, to a report from the Commissioner 
of Indians Affairs relative to the proposed 
consolidation of the Mescalero and Jacarilla 
Indian Agencies in New Mexico, and to the 
clause in the Indian appropriation bill for the 
removal of the Mescalero Apaches to the 
Jacarilla reservation, appropriating $15,000 
for the support of the consolidated agency, 
or if not consolidated, then appropriating 
$10,000 for the support of said Indians at 
their present agencies. Secretary Teller says : 
’* The amount appropriated for the consoli­ 
dated agency, or for two agencies, provided 
the r> rnoval is not made, is wholly inadequate 
for the support of these Indian», numbering 
in all about l.WM), with no other means of 
support except what I* appropriated by Con­ 
gress. Therefore I am satisfied that it is not 
safe to attempt to remove the lodians from 
the Mescslsros Agency at this time, and any 
movement, looking to such removal would in­ 
volve the United States in an Indian war. In 
view of the foregoiog fa^te, I respectfully 
suggest that Congress te asked to provide 
funds for the adequate support of the Indians 
at the Mescalero and Jacarilla Agencies, and 
that the moneys appropriated for the support 
of the Mescalero Inaiaus be expended for 


their benefit at the Mescalero Agency, and 
not at the Jacarilla Agency.” 
T he < o m p e tlu g T ele g ra p h C o m p an ies. 
N ew Y o r k, May 29ih.—The election of a 
new Board of Directors of the M utual Union 
Telegraph Company to-day resulted as fol­ 
lows ; John G. Moore, George W . Ballon, 
George F. Baker, Jay Gould, Russel Sage, 
George S. Scotr, O. W. Harestock, George 
G. Ifaven, George J. Gould, George A. Hall, 
Charles F. Peck. The election of Gould and 
his friend» to the Board of Directors of the 
Mutual Union settles the question of the 
future relations of the two companies.

S egoU atlon* fo r Ihe S u rre n d e r o f F ra n k 
Jam es. 
S t. L o u is, May 29th.—The Post-Diejmtch 
will publish a statement this afternoon, 
showing that Governor Crittenden has been 
in negotiation with Frank James for the past 
ten days for his surrender, and that the 
noted outlaw will be pardoned within a week. 
Sheriff Timberlake and Police Commissioner 
Craig, of Kansas City, the attorney repre­ 
senting the James family, accompanied by 
Frank James and three of his “friend-, were in 
St. Louis Friday and Saturday. It is stated 
that Frank James has nominally surrendered 
to Sheriff Timberlake under a fl »g of 
truce, and that Governor Crittenden has 
promised a full and unconditional pardon to 
the famous outlaw. Sheriff Timberlake was 
registered here at the hotel under an assumed 
name, but was recognized by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, and both Police Commissioner Craig 
and the attorney admitted that negotiations 
were pending for Frank James’ pardon. 
They were in St. Louis for the express pur- 
pcss of meeting Governor Crittenden on 
his return from New York, but the 
latter passed right through to Jefferson 
City. They further stated that the delay in 
the negotiations i* occasioned by friends of 
F rank J ames insisting that full pardon should 
also be secured from the Governors of Min­ 
nesota and Texas, where the outlaw is under 
the ban of the law, and steps are now being 
taken to that end. These pardons are neces­ 
sary, for fear that Crittenden’s Buccesaor 
might deliver up Frank James on a requisi­ 
tion from either of paid States. There is 
scarcely a doubt that the negotiations will be 
successfully consummated. 
F ra n k Janie»* W ife a n d B oy. 
St. Louis, May 29th.—The Post-Dispatch 
special from Independence, Mo., says: Quite 
a flutter was occasioned here this morning by 
the arrival rf Mrs. Frank Jam es und her 
5-year-old son, Jesse. She arrived on the 
train from the west, and waa met by her 
father, Colon-1 Samuel Ra’ston. This is the 
first time she has been at her home since 
1877, and confirms the repott that Frank 
James will shortly receive an unconditional 
pardon. She refused to say anything further 
about her husband, but bhe added that he 
had been in bad health riuce the death of 
Jesse, and that ho was at some watering 
place. The general btlief is that Frank 
James has already surrendered to Sheriff 
Timberlake. The little boy Jesse is a re­ 
markably good shot with a revolver.

Silk Culture.—Richard Dale, of this city, 
has received a letter from his sister, Mrs. 
Lawrie, of Santa Clara, who is extensively 
interested in silk culture and endeavoring to 
effect its odoptioo a* a general industry in 
this State, and in which she offers to send to 
him an ounce of silkworm eggs, fine French 
annuals, to be distributed free to those who 
desire them, if sufficient iuteiest is mani­ 
fested upon the part of Sacramentan* to ac­ 
cept them and experiment for themselves 
upon a *inall scale in silk-growiag. There 
are about 40,000 eggs in an ounce, and the 
proposed donation by Mrs. Lawrie would 
furnish sufficient to a large number of persons 
to enable them to form a correct idea of what 
is required in sericulture. It takes from five 
to six weeks for the worms to mature and 
spin their cocoons from time of hafciting, at d 
Mrs. Lawrie in her letter says : 44 Remember 
that the worms must be fed regularly four 
times each day—at 7 and 11 A. M. and at 3 
and 7 P. M . and iu the last stage at 10 in the 
evening. You muBt never feed them, how­ 
ever, while molting (or casting their skins). 
This they do four time*. The first three 
times occupy twenty-four hours each, 
and the last tnirty-six hours.

Bakersfield, May 29th.—A destructive 
collision occurred at about 8 a. m. to-day On 
the Southern Pacific, one mile beyond Cali­ 
ente. Freight train No. 23 was going up the 
grade. It consisted of twelve cars and two 
engines. Two engine», with several flat 
cars, had just emerged from tunnel No. 1, 
coming down the grade, and near it on a 
curve, in a cut deep enough to prevent any­ 
thing being seen ahead, the two trains oollided 
with great violence. The shock threw the 
men from the train. Eight, including the 
engineer, were severely injured, but none of 
them fatally. One man had a leg broken in 
two place*. The engines and cars were 
wrecked, all of them partly and some com­ 
pletely. Had the downward train been a 


minute or two later the collision would have 
occurred in the tunnel, and the men thrown 
agaiiibt the sides of it, and would have been 
killed. The wounded men will gj below fa. 
night. >iv rf them arc new in Sumner. 
Sensation a* frnrkee- A ttem pted 
«Inatlofi of a M ta by His Wife. 
Tbcckke, May 29th.—Intense excitement 
has prevailed «*n tho «facets to-day over the 
attempted assassination of Jame» Ware by his 
wife at a late hour last night. The wildest 
rumors have been circulated all day concern­ 
ing the affair, and ;t is with great difficulty 
that anything reliable can be obtained about 
the m atter. Careful inquiry elicits the b 1- 
lowing facte : Mr. and Mr*. W are were mar­ 
ried about ten year* ago, but their domestic 
life has been anything but a happy one, they 
having had frequent family jars of a more or 
le»* serious nature during the whole of the time. 
A few evening* since they had a little discus­ 
sion at the American Hotel, where Mr. 
Ware, hi* wife and *tep-daughter reside, 
which resulted in an understanding that the 
parties were to separate, and it is said en­ 
gendered a great deal of hard feeling between 
them. About 10 o’clock last night Mrs. 
W are was seen on the street in a greatly ex­ 
cited frame of mind, inquiring for her hus­ 
band ; bat she failed to find him. and re­ 
turned to the hotel. While she was out 
Mr. W are came in and went to the 
room up etairs. 
In a few* minutes 
Mrs. W are came iu. Some words passed be­ 
tween the partie*, and a moment after Mr. 
W are was heard to call out, “ I am cut,” or 
44 She has cut me,” or word* to that effect. 
Parties immediately rushed to the room, and 
found Mr. W are bleeding profusely from a 
large gash on the side of the face. It 
appears that after the words passing be­ 
tween the parties above referred to, Mr». 
W are seized a razor and struck at her hus­ 
band with it, hitting him on the lower 
lip and inflicting a slight wound. Mr. 
Ware attempted to escape, when she 
struck him 
again with the weapon, 
this time cutting him on the left cheek, from 
the ear to near the middle of the upper lip, 
laymg the whole of the upper jaw bare, the 
razor having been stopped by the teeth. The 
wound ia not considered fatal. Mr. W are i* 
au old resident of this place, and for a num­ 
ber of years paat has been Superintendent of 
the works of the Truckee Lumber Company.

An Inh u m an F ather Sentenced—Fleeing 
Indian»-4 oiirl A djourned. 
T ombstone, May 29th.—'The mar, Hiram 
A. Potter, found guilty io|the District Court 
a few day* ago of rape and incest, wa* to-day , 
«enteDced to the Yuma Penitentiary for life, 
by Judge Stillwell. Potter practiced law for 
year* in Kansas, and seduced hi* eleven-year- 
old daughter from home, went to Washington 
Territory, and came to this county les» than a 
year ago, residing at Los Cabezas. His little 
daughter confided her terrible secret to a 
lady, at whose instigation the inhuman father 
was arrested. 
News of Indian depredations was roceived 
here from Sonora to-day. The hostile», pur­ 
sued by Mexican troop*, are fleeing in the di­ 
rection of this Territory. 
The District Court adjourned to-day. 
Mure Ind ian Trouble». 
Tucson, May 29th.—The Star publishes 
the following special from Lordsburg, dated 
tho 28th : A prospector just in from Soledad 
Pa**, in the Sacramento mountains, reports 
that a number of hostile Apaches, including 
a portion of Juh’s aud Nana’s band*, are 
roaming through the mountaius, and evi­ 
dently awaiting at opportunity to make their 
way back to the reaervation. There are also 
a number of renegade* in the Guadalupes, 
who hold communication with the hostiles and 
act in concert with them. They have attacked 
several ranches in the valleys, and the 
stoleu stock have been driven into the 
mountains. Two herdsmen have been killed. 
The runners in the Organa and San Andreas 
ranges have become alarmed, and are organiz­ 
ing for defense. The Indians are sullen and 
threatening, and evidently have not been 
whipped into good behavior. Reporte say the 
band i* being daily augmented by renegades 
from Arizona, New Mexico and from across 
the line, and their strength i* more formida­ 
ble than it lias been at any other time since 
the outbreak. If they do not get back to the 
reservation they will probably make descents 
o i the exposed settlements. 
C h arlesto n , May 29th.—It i* reported 
that about twenty-five hostile Indian* passed 
the Custom House on the 27th instant, pur­ 
sued by the Mexican troops. Fifteen Indians 
were seen yesterday morning making appa­ 
rently for the Huaclmca mountains, in the 
direction of the Santa Cruz, with the Mex­ 
icans fallowing closely. The balance of the 
hostile* are supposed still to be in the 
vicinity of the Custom House. Two com­ 
panies of infantry and the Indian scout* 
left Huachua last evening, probably to go in 
pursuit of one of the bands. A representa­ 
tive of the Star, making a tour of the ex nosed 
district*, reports that all of the passe* are 
well guarded by the military. A Urge force 
i» stationed at the smith end of the Chirica- 
hua mountains, and at other points near the 
border. Clifton and Ash creek are also pro­ 
vided with strong forces. It is doubtful if 
any body of hostile* can get into San Carlos 
without bciug annihilated. Straggler* are 
returning daily. The Tucson RaDgera, forty 
in number, are reported to be in the immedi­ 
ate vicinity of the hostile Apache*.

MEN OF THE HOUR. 


Senator Don Cameron. 


REPUBLICAN “ BOSS ” OK PENNSYLVANIA. 


Jam es Donald Cameron, the subject of our 
sketch, was born in Middletown. I’a , in 
1833, graduated at Princeton College, and 
began life as clerk in the Middletown Bank, 
where he rose to the position of Cashier. He 
learned railroading by engaging in the trans­ 
portation of troops and supplies, and in 18CC 
became President of the Northern Central 
Railroad, now a part of the Pennsylvania 
Central. 
President Grant made him Secre­ 
tary of War, May 2*2, 187**, and he served till 
March 3, 1877. 
When he left the office of 
Secretary, hi-» father, Hon. Simon Cameron, 
who was growing old, resigne,1 his neat in the 
United States Senate, and instructed the 
Legislature of Pennsylvania t*> elect Don. It 
did so. 
The young “ Boss ” was re-elected 
iu 1878, and on the death of Chandler in 1879 
hi BU'-ceeded him as Chairmen of the Na­ 
tional Republican Committee. 
It U now a 
m atter of history that if the other third- 
termers of that committee had su-tained his 
position at the Chicago Convention, when he 
claimed that by precedent he had the right 
of naming the temporary Chairman, Grar.t 
would have been nominated instead of Gar- 
held. 
There have been repeated unsuccessful re­ 
volts against the Cameron rule ia Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
There, as oLewhere, the machine is 
credited with corruption of the public serv­ 
ice, but the Camerons have never been per­ 
sonally tainted. 
Cameron is a man of keen 
foresight, untiinchiug determination, and of 
great executive ability. 
He concedes when 
concession will win ; he deties when defiance 
is victory, 
lie triumphed last year over an 
independent ticket that polled 50,000 votes. 
It is f o u g h t that he has a heavier contract 
on his hands this year, and consequently the 
eyes of the country are upon him. 
Mr. 
Cameron has been married twice. His 6ecoDd 
wife is a beautiful daughter of the late Judge 
Sherman, of Cleveland, and a niece of the 
Senator and General. 
By his first wife he 
has a daughter older than his second help­ 
mate. 
It was thought at one time that his 
connection wi*h the ShermanR would disturb 
his loyalty to Grant, but the ties of relation­ 
ship rest lightly upon him, as he has repeat­ 
edly wrecked the political fortunes of ex­ 
Attorney-General MacVeagh, who is his 
brothei>in-law.
